Insurance “Donts” 

A few things that should not be done, the 
following out of which will not only help to pro¬ 
tect you from loss, but will help to reduce the 
immense fire loss that occurs annually in 
Manitoba, consequently reducing your premium. 

DON’T overvalue your property when plac¬ 
ing insurance. 

DON’T start fires in stoves, furnaces or fire¬ 
places unless you are sure the flues and chimneys 
are clean. 

DON’T allow a stove pipe to come in contact 
with wood. Use cement, tin or galvanized iron 
where the pipe goes through. 

DON’T leave your home with a lamp burn¬ 
ing or turned down low. 

DON’T wash clothing or other articles in 
gasoline, benzine, or naptha, nor allow it kept in 
your house. 

DON’T throw water on flames caused by 
burning gasoline, benzine, naptha or coal oil, as 
it spreads the flames. Smother it with a rug or 
covering of some kind. 

DON’T use any but the safety match ; any 
others are dangerous. 

DON’T permit children to play with matches 
or start bonfires. 

DON’T forget that your assessment is due 
on November 1st of each year.

below. It will then remind you of the date 
on which your assessment becomes due.
